'LEVELAND, May 16.—“The re- 
cent sharp declines of prices 
in the stock market may probably 
be correctly interpreted as _ re- 
flecting general disappointment in 
the stow rate of business recov- 
ery,” says Leonard P. Ayres, vice- 
president of the Cleveland Trust 
Company, in his mid-month re- 
view of business. 

“Late last year security 
rebounded from the extreme lows 
of November, and then moved ir- 
regularly up and down in the early 
weeks of the year. In February a 
vigorous advance got under way,

“Then the first quarter reports of 
corporations began to appear, and 
most of them have shown sharp re- 
ductions in earnings. The expect- 
ed improvements in general busi- 
ness conditions had not developed, 
and stock quotations turned down 
and carried prices back .to levels 
about equal to those of tie trading 
range established during the early 
weeks of the year. What the mar- 
ket did was to cancel that part of 
its advance that had been based on 
the discounting of the anticipated 
business improvement. 

“Despite this action of the secur- 
ity markets evidences of gradual 
improvement in the volume of gen- 
eral business are beginning to ap- 
pear. Automobile output is run- 
ning ahead of the figures of years 
previous to last year. The con- 
struction of new residences is still 
below normal, but other types of 
building are exceeding the records 
of last year and of previous years. 

“Warm spring weather has final- 
ly arrived, and with it a great 
amount of road building is getting 
under way, as well as an increasing 
volume of construction of public 
projects. Reflecting these changes 
most of the preliminary April fig-

Both states showed fairly satis- 
factory seasonal increases in busi- 
ness over the month of March. 


Spokane, Wash., Used Car 
Market in Good Shape 


POKANE, Wash., May 16.—The 

used car market in Spokane 
appears to be in good condition 
at the present for those dealers 
who have been watching their 
trade-in allowances, recondition- 
ing their cars and consistently 
advertising. 

Demand appears good for mer- 
chandise in good condition—priced 
at more than $200 and less than 
$600, as well as for the more than 
$1,000 cars. The $600 to $900 field 
is slow, due to the excellent values 
now obtainable in new cars from 
just under $800 to $1,200 delivered. 

Eldridge Buick Company’s used 
car business is 25 per cent. ahead 
of 1929. “There is an almost un- 
precedented demand for cars sell- 
ing for $800 and better,” J. B. Nash, 
sales manager, said. “We are con- 
stantly in the market for this kind 
of merchandise, always having sev- 
eral prospects who want a good 
value used car for that price. 

“This condition is partly due to 
the extensive advertisin

“In this price division they are 
moving very slow. “The lower 
priced cars are moving good.

three years. We use the word “experimenting” intentionally, 
as the gist of the following editorial will bear out: 

“Is compulsory automobile liability insurance in Massa- 
chusetts a failure? 

“It certainly is not a glorious success. 

“The Massachusetts law is putting indemnity ahead of 
safety, and therefore is working out exactly opposite to the 
hopes of its sponsors, according to F. Robertson Jones, gen- 
eral manager of the Association of Casualty and Surety Ex- 
ecutives, speaking at the insurance ‘round table’ of the 


insurance department of the Chamber of Commerce of the | 


United States. 


“He criticized what he terms the ‘Massachusetts experi- 


ment.’ He suggests that we do more to prevent accidents, 
that we stiffen up on registration and licenses to operate. 


One suggestion he makes is that we penalize reckless drivers | 


—put them in three classes. Those in Class A should pay 10 
per cent. above the standard premium; those in Class B 25 
per cent. and those in Class C 50 per cent. above the flat 
rate.

“This summer our streets and highways will be filled 
with out-of-state cars. If you are hit by any but a Massa- 
chusetts car, you are out of luck, so when the state implies 
that the law protects the pedestrian or other injured person, | 
it is not exactly correct.” 

At the time Massachusetts inaugurated this experiment, 
The Automotive Daily News expressed the belief that it was 
doomed to failure. A good many newspapers took us to task | 
for our attitude and suggested that we were a busybody | 
meddling in affairs that did not concern us. 

Unhappily an experiment of this sort brings reactions 
in other states. No sooner 
pulsory insurance law on the statute books than twenty-seven 
similar bills were introduced in state Legislatures in all 
parts of the country. The only reason it was not unanimous 
was that a number of Legislatures were not in session, the 
citizens being vouchsafed a well-earned rest. All the festive 
legislators reading about the Massachusetts law scented the 
delicious odor of new-mown currency. The automotive in- 
dustry finally managed to block legislation until the Massa- 
chusetts experiment had been given time to prove its point 
or fail. By now it seems at least reasonably possible that it 
has failed dismally.

INDIANA TO INTRODUCE 
MEASURE TO RESTRICT 
TRUCK LOAD LIMITS 


Indianapolis, Ind., May 16.—An ef- 
fort to restrict motor truck load 
limits by law at the next meeting 
of the state legislature, early next 
year, was forecast in an address 
made here by John J. Brown, direc- 
tor of the state highway commission, 
who said that Indiana taxpayers 
Will soon be called upon to pay for 
reconstruction of state roads in- 
stead of expanding the highway sys- 
tem unless legislation is adopted to 
regulate loads. 

The speaker said the commission 
did not desire to work a hardship 
on truck operators and shippers but 
that reasonable load limits were 
sought merely to safeguard state 
highways which at present are 
subjected to loads that will event- 
ually cause their destruction. Con- 
siderable agitation for load limit 
legislation has been heard here since 
the opening of the spring shipping 
season, state automobile clubs con- 
ducting surveys and investigations 
alleged to prove that shippers from 
surrounding states where load limit 
laws are in effect place two or three 
loads on one truck at the state line 
for the journey across Indiana. 

This measure when introduced 
into the legislature, as it now ap- 
pears certain it will be early in the 
Session, will have the well organized 
group of state automobile clubs af- 
filiated with the A. A. A. behind it 
and is practically assured of passage 
as the A. A. A. influence in Indiana 
is broad and effective.
